time he had never been quite free from |

times hag had severe attacks. 

In the hope of benefiting his health he 
igft Atlanta and went to French Lick 
Springs, in Indiana, and then to [pvuis- 
ville. but notwithstanding the best of 
care, he was not matertfally benefited. 

Preferring to be at home, he returt ed 
to Atlanta, and since that moment had 
been waiting for his death, as he rcal- 
ized that his days were numbered. 

One week ago he Was taken desper- 
ately ill, and dig not rally to the hour 
of his death. 

The funeral services will be conduct2d 
at the residence at Delta place at»4 
o'clock this afternoon, and the interment 
will be in Oakland. 

Dr. Hurt had been a resident of At- 
lanta for thirteen years, living in Inman 
Park from the day of his arrival here. 

He built up a splendid pr actice, and 
his reputation as 4 guccessful physician 
wae second to no man in the south. For 
¢he last three years his son, Dr. John 
S&S Hurt, has been associated with him.

served as the physician for the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company, through

per” Far the past ten years he was a mem- 
bee of the staff of the Grady hospital; 
he was one of the faculty of the Atlanta 
School of Medicine; and belonged to both 
the state and the county medical so- 
cieties. 

To him more than any other man in 
Atlanta was due the establishment of 
the Wesley Memoria] hospital. For yeare 
he agitated this question, and lately had 
the pleasure of seeing his wishes realized. 
He and Bishop Gandier were both instru- 
mental in this work, and to him Bishop 
Candler gave much of the credit. 

For years he was a consistent and 
valued member of the Methodist church 
of this city, first as a member of the 
First Methodist, anc in later days as 
the chairman of the board of stewards 
of the Inman Park church. 

He married twice. By his first wife he 
is survived by the following children: C.

Chicago, August |2.—State Bank Ex- 
eminer C. C. Jones completed hig in- 
spection of the affairs of the defunct 
Milwaukee Avenue state bank today and 
will forward his report to the authorities 
a@t Springflela tomorrow.

Houston, Tex., August 12.—The flood 
in the Colorado river, which started from 
the torrential rains in the Sargelo coun- 
try a week ago, is just now reaching the 
lower valleys arid the farmers are mak- 
ing earnest endeavors to save what they 
can of their crops. Despite every effort, 
the loss will be heavy, as there are many 
farms in the “bottoms” from Austin to 
the river’s mouth. 

Additional rains around Austin make It 
certain that the flood period will last for 
at least two weeks, and that .the river 
will leave its banks at many points.

ATTEMPT ON HIS LIE 
HAS MADE HIM CAUTIOUS 


But That Is Not the Reason Given 
for Declining to Act as Com- 
mander-in-Chief Where 
Martial Law 
Exists. 


St. Petersburg, August !2.—Grand Duke 
(Nicholas Nicholaievitch has declined to 
accept the post of commander in chief of 
all the troops of the empire, ‘‘where mar- 
tial law exists,”” which was’ tenered to 
him August 4. | 

Whether this ~was deckied before or 
after the attempt on the life of the grand 
duke at Krasnoe-Selo on August 10, is 
not Known, but the ostensible reason is 
that Grand Duke Nicholas believes such 
& post should not be given to a grand 
duke but to a purely military man. He 
advocates the appointment. of Genera] 
Linevitch, formerly commander-in-chief of 
the Manchurian army, but the emperor 
has not finally decided the matter. 

Today, the second birthday of the czare- 
vitch, was observed with the usual dis- 
play of flags and illuminations, but there 
was no enthusiasm in the celebration, In 
fact few persons seeined even to know 


what was the occasion of the decorations. 


The day was quiet in the capital. The 
activity of the terrorists in the provinces 
included, besides the usual harvest of 
assassinations in Warsaw, an attempt on 
the life of General Karaieteff, chief of the 
gendarmerie of Samara province, and the 
wounding of Captain of Police Ivanoff,

General Karateteff mounted the stairs of 


the general's chancellory and threw a 


bomb at random. The missile failed to ex- 
plode and the miscreant escaped in spite 
of hot pursuit.

Five Persons, Socially Prominent, 
Drown in Spokane River 


Four of Those Drowned Sacrificed 
Their Lives in an Attempt to 
Save Others—2ne After One 
These Plunged to Save, 

Only to Perish. 


Davenport, Wash., August 1!2.—Five 


persons prominent in social life of Da- 


venport, who had been enjoying an out- 
ing on the banks of the Spokane river 
about twelve miles northeast of here, 
were drowned today.

MISS WINNIE JONES, aged 19. 

A. L. BERGETT, aged 40. 

MRS. A. lL. BERGETT, aged 35. 

ROY HOWARD, aged 23. 

A. L. INMAN, aged 3. 

Four of the drowned sacrified thelr 
lives in an attempt to save others. One 
after another they plunged into. the 
river, only to be drawn down either by 
the whirlpoo] or the undercurrent. 

L. F. Moore returned to Davenport to- 
night with the body of Mrs. Bergett, 
the only one recovered. 


The Leeds Pearl Necklace. 


(From The New York American.) 

The case involving duty on the famous 
Leeds pearl necklace, which is the most 
valuable string of pearls in America, is 
to be fought to a finish in the United 
States .xourts. 

The government will institute proceed- 
ings in the United States circuit court 
for the Souwthern district of New York 
against M. Citroen, a Ffench dealer in 
jewelry, who imported the necklace, for 
$110,000 customs duty. Tne necklace js 
in the posession of the government offi- 
cials. 

William B. Leeds, the millionaire Rock 
Islgnd railway official, and his wife are 
the persons who sought to get the pearls 
imported, having picked them up in a 
Paris jewelry house for the modest sum 
of $220,000. Citroen undertook to do the 
inuporting. 

The duty on pearls set as jewelry is 
60 per cent, but on unstrung pearls the 
duty fs’only 10 per cent. In the belief 
that he could avoid paying the larger 
amount, Citroen took the necklace apart 
and” brought the pearls here unstrung. 
Citroen -paid a duty of $22,000, or 10 
per cent. Then it became known that 
an effort had been made to evade the 
law, and the valuable pearls were selzed 
and held by the authorities. 

Overtures for a settlement of the case 
have been made to the trea®ury depart- 
ment and declined, and the suit to re- 
cover the 50 per cent duty is to be 

ushed to a finish. Citroen has retained 
ormer Judge Aiton B. Parker as counsel 
to fight the government. 

Citroen the other day advised Assist- 
ant Secretary Reynolds, of the treasury 
department, in charge of customs, that 
he would be glad to send the pearis 
back to France. He Insisted, however, 
on getting back the $22,000 duty he had 
paid. This the government would not 
allow.

“A primary election ts nothing more nor

A democratic primary simply selects the, 
candidate to be voted for at a regular 
election, and at this regular election each 
voter in the state is entitied to vote for 
whomsoever he ;pleases. It seems to me, 
therefore, that it is perfectly patent that 
our democratic executive committee in 
adopting the rules @omplained of, had no 
motive or purpose other than the preser- 
vation of the democratic organization. 


Their Legal Duty. 

“I want to call your attention further 
to the fact that they acted strictly in 
accordance with their legal rights as fixed 
by law and strictly in. accordance with 
the legal duty imposed upon them, Our 
legislature found it necessary several 
years ago to guard and provect our pri- 
mary election by law and of those of you 
who. are interested will turn to code s€c- 
tions 113, 114 and 118, you will find the 
law governing primary elections. You 
will find it prescribed tn the law of the 
land that every political primary election 
by any political party in Georgia shall 
be conducted in the manner and form 
prescribed by the rules of the political] 
party holding such primary. You will find 
that every such pmimary election shall 
be held at the time and place and un- 
der the regulations prescribed by the 
rules of the party. You will also find 
that it is made the duty of the managers 
of the elections at this primary, when- 
ever a voter is challenged at the polls, 
to require such voter to take an Oath 
that he is duly qualified to vote, not only 
with the election laws in 
Georgia, but in accordance with the rules 
of the party holding such primary elec- 
tion. 

“You will thus see that it is made the 
duty of the democratic party to prescribe 
rules for its primary and you will further 
see that rules are. made the law of the 
land and that no man has a “wright to 
vote in the primary without complying 
with them. I know of no other body 
competent to make these rules other than 
the executive committee. I know of 
no other body charged with the duty of 
making them. Every one concedes that 
it is the duty of the committee to name 
the time for the primary and the place 
for the primary and yet the question is 
raised that the committee did not have 
the power to say that no one but a 
democrat should vote in the primary. In 
my judgment, the committee acted strict- 
its rights, morally gnd legal- 
ly, in prescribing the rules it did and, 
as a legal proppsition, I submit that no 
man can vote in the primary uniess he 
complies with the rules of the commit- 
ee. A man who undertakes to vote in 
the primary in defiance of these rules, 
undertakes to Violate’ the law which no 
good citizen will care to do. 


Guilty of No Offense. 


“It is possible that if you and I had 
been members of the committee, we 
might have ‘favored some things thas 
our committee did not favor and we 
might have opposed some things that our 
committee supported. In other words, if 
we had been the committee we might pog- 
sibly have made different rules from 
those that were made. The fact remains, 
however, that the comitiee was charged 
with the duty and responsibility of mak- 
ing rules and when we analyze what 
they did in the way of rules, we find 
that they were guilty of no offense in the 
world other than prescrtbing that no one 
but democrats should vote in the demo- 
cratic primary. 

“The point I wish to emphasize is that 
the democratic party, if it is to be main- 
tained, must have an organization, and 
must be governed by rules, and the point 
I wish further to make is that the dem- 
ocratic party is competent and capabie 
of prescribing the rules for its own con- 
duct without the aid or assistance from 
those outside of the organization, 


Bryan on Party Organization. 

“Only a few days ago I read a letter 
from a great man. This letter, I think, 
fully sustains the position I take today.

Indian Treasure Trove. 
(From The Times of India.) 


The small village of Jogaltembhf, in 
the Bombay district, is likely to earn 
transient fame among numismaitists and 
archatologists by reason of the acci- 
dental discovery within {ts limits of a 
great hoard of very-ancient coins. Tne 
place of concealment of the coins waa 
found by children while at play. 

Excavations disclosed an earthen pot 
firmly imbedded in the hillside ana filied 
to overflowing with silver coin, much of 
which the villagers proceeded in the tren 
| commercial spirit to melt down. Rut the 
story of the find spread further than the 
limits of Jogaltembhi; and within a short 
time the balance of the treasure, about 
10,000 coins, hag rightly found a resting 
place in the local treasury under tho 
treasure trove act. 

The coins are all silver, of approxi- 
mately the same size and type. On the 
obverse appfars the head of the king 
who struck them—a fine face, despite the 
defects of the die, marked by a broad 
eye, a splendid aquiline nose, amd a ftrin 
chin, with just a suspicion of thickness 
about the lips. Around the head runs a 
legend in debaseq Greek , characters, 
which Professor Rapson, but lately ap- 
pointed to the vacant chair of Sanskrit 
at Cambridge, and the late Pundit Bhag- 
wanial tndraji declare to be a transliter- 
ation of.a bflingual legend on the re- 
verse of the coin. The coins are those 
of Nahapana, the founder of the dynaacy 
of the western Kahatrapas, which ruled 
over a considerable portion of western 
India from A. D. 119 to A. D. 388.

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The Canal Contractors Are 
Paying to Imported La- 
borers. 


Washington, August 12.—Care wil) be 
taken by the United States government 
to prevent contractors from dotng injus? 
tice to the Chinese laborers employed for 
work on the Panama canal. The specifi- 
cations advertising for proposals to sup- 
ply 2,500 Chinese to She canal commis- 
sion, will stiywlate that the secretary of 
war shall have the privilege of passing 
on contracts which labor agents make 
with the Chinese who are to be sent to 
the isthmus. 

This provision will make it possible for 
Secretary Taft to prevent discrimination 
against the coolies by unscrupulous con- 
tractors. Under this arrangement the 
United States will know exactly whats 
the Chinese are patd by the labor agents 
and the Chinese government will be able 
to afford its subjects protection on the 
isthmus because of the ease with which 
this government will be able to regulate 
the relations between the Chinese labor- 
ers and the contractors. 

Many contractors are seeking to sup- 
ply the first 2.500 Chinese for the canal 
work. -IUntil the specifications for the 
contracts are published, contractors will 
not.be able to give any idea as to the 
wage they must have for Chinese labor- 
ers on the canal zone. Some labor agents 
believe that with the many restrictions 
the canal commission purposes placing 
upon contractors it will not be possible 
to supply the Chinamen at less than $3 
a day. Other agents are of the opinion 
that the coolies can be supplied for’ 59 
or 60 cents a day, with a fair margin 
of profit to the contractors. 

In Jamaica, West Indians are employed 
under long time contracts at prices rans- 
ing from 25 cents a day and rations, 
which cost only a few cents to 50 cents 
a day. 

Restrictions and safeguards thrown 
about these laborers, however, are very 
slight, as compared with the restrictions 
the United States will place wpon the Chi- 
nese to be employed for canal work.

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The Recovery of Baltimore. 

Two events in the history of Amer- 
ican tnunicipalities will stand out with 
challenging prominence. Both are re 
ferable to southern pluck and initta- 
tive. They are the almost marvelous 
recovery of Galveston and Baltimore, 
stricken by disasters which were, to 
dn extent, of an unparalleled nature.

NEXT WEDNESDAY NIGHT 


Many Important Measures Have Been “Considered 
and Passed by the Members of the 
General Assembly. 


The general of Georgia will 

adjourn sine die at some hour Wednes- 
day night, the fifty-day session prescribed 
by law expiring on that day. A review 
of the important measures which have 
passed both houses will prove interest- 
ing. 

Th first measure of general importance 
to passe both branches of the legislature 
and to secure the approval of the gev- 
ernor was the Connor bill, appropriating 
$100.000 for the erection of an agrici- 
tural college building on the campus of 
the state university.

Woolly Aphis Experiments. 


gia I have been impresseq with the great 
amount of damage to the apple industry 
by the woolly aphis, working on the 
roots, especially of nursery stock and 
young apple trees, 

As this work was reported 
year I will not take time to 
experiment. Those who are 
can refer to last year’s proceedings. 
will, however, give the different methods 
of treatment, which were as follows: To- 
baco dust alone, tobacco dust and kdainit 
mixed in equal parts, tobacco stems, to- 
bacco decoction, common salt, kerosene 
emulsion, whale oil soap, and 
bisulphide. All these insecticides 
applied to the roots of infested trees by 
layer of soil as to ex- 
infested roots, applying the 
tcbaceo, kerosene emulsion, or what- 
ever was used, to 
and then replacing the soil.

The soluble olls were 
very variablé, so much so that we are 
not inclined to either recommend or con- 
demn their wse. Certain large orchards 
sprayed with tae soluble oflls, examined 
by the writer In April and May of this 
year, showed rather poor results.

Brown Rot Experiments 


The brown rot of peaches has been) 
the source ef: considerable loss this year, 
and in past years, to the Georgia peach | 
growers. Bordeaux mixture as a remedy 
was first tested in 1902 in Georgia by | 
Professor W. M. Scott. The results ob- 
tained from that work was not entirely 
s:tisfactory, as the mixture defoliated | 
the trees so badly that it seemed un-| 
safe to recommend general’ spraying. He 
did, however, discover that brown rot) 
might be prevented to a certain extent. | 
On account of insufficient assistance the | 
experiment was not continued in’ 1903. | 
In. 1904 the work was agai ntaken up 
and the result reported by Mr. Wilmon 
Newell, former state entomologist, in the 
proceedings of this sociery for that year. 
Those who received the report will re- 
call that peaches did not rot that year 
in the main part of the orchard where 
we made the experfment. Alexander 
peaches dusted with dry Bordeaux were 
prevented from rotting to quite a marked 
degree, the saving amounting to nearly 
fifty crates per thousand trees. 

This season we determined to make 
another q@ureful experiment. Arrange- 
ment was made with the manager and 
president of the Elberta Fruit Farm, 
fourteen miles south of Macon, where 
we were to spray about 800 trees in any 
mannes necessary to obtain accurate re- 
sults. Mr. Jewett, of this city, manager 
éf the orchard, offered to furnish the 
material and labor necessary to carry cut 
the experiment. The arrangement for 
this work was not made in time to 
spray when the peaches were first form- 
ed, as we would like to have done, 
so the first application of Bordeaux was 
made on May 3. At that date ‘the peaches 
were about three-fourths of an inch tin 
diameter. For this experimental ria 


we adopted the Bordeaux f ula 
(3-9-60), that is, three pounds ofj b 
stone to nine pounds of stone lime in 
fifty gallons. of. water.

with the universal amazement, grief and 
indignation, a feeling of peculiar horror, 
aroused by the apparent absence of any 
provocation or even intelligible motive 
for the crime. Lineoln was slain, when 
a whole people, eéxasperated by four 
bloody years of civil war, were desper- 
are in the certainty of hopeless’ and 
overwhelming defeat inflicted, of 
all, by him; that a wicked and reckless 
man should have conceived and carried 
out, at such qa moment, a scheme for his 
murder, however deplorable, was not, 
after all, surprising. The wretch who 
murdered Garfield, combined such intel- 
lectual frailty with such moral deprav- 
ity as to seem rather a hideous -tusus 
naturae than a fair type of any class of 
men. But Czolgosz was recognized to 
be probably no worse than some thou- 
sands of men and women f[n our midst, 
and many more scattered through the 
civilized warld. men and women, who 
accept the name and share the opinions 
he avowed. So far as could be seen, his 
reasons for Killing President McKinley 
would lead any one of them to kill 
President Roosevelt, should opportunity 
offer; and with the practical application 
of their theories their existence became 
a source of real peril, not only to presi- 
dents, but to all public officers and ‘to 
all eminent men, and to the alarm 
eaused . theré was added q hearty 
particularly universal detestation 
their doctrines, their language and 
lives. 

Anarchists Public Enemies. 

“The anarchists were, in short, iIn- 
stinctively recognized as dangerous, 
odious and disgusting public enemies, 
and for some months,- perhaps a year 
afterwards, we were favored with many 
and varied stggestions as to how we 
might be rid of them. 

* In a multitude of counsellors there is 
wisdom.’ Largély because of their mul'l- 
tude, which preuents the acceptance of 
much of their counsel. Most of the 
plans put forward to rid the world in 
general and the United States fn pariic- 
ularly of anarchists and anarchism were 
soon shown by the discussion they prod- 
voked to be either wholly or in greater 
part useless, mischievous or impractica- 
ble, and at one time there seemed to ve 
some danger JIlest perceiving the un- 
doubted difficulties of the problem ani 
questioning with much reason, the poss!i- 
bility of its prompt and complete solu- 
tion, public opinion might tolerate indcil- 
nite postponement of the whole matter. 
end we might drift along as we had 
drifted in the past, until. another great 
crime should call forth another outburs. 
of popular wrath and dismay. While thls 
a4i4 not happen, yet the measures finally 
adopted were so plainly mere palliatives, 
that even now it may be well to conside: 
brifly what merit, if any, can be fouod 
in some of the more radical remedies 
then proposed for this evil, and also what 
are its real nature and origin, and this 
seems to me the more appropriate, be- 
cause, to my mind, no little ignorance 
of the facts and consequent confusion vf 
thought were displayed in the discussion, 
and from time to time since havvce 
appeared in its echoes. 

How to Eradicate Anarchism. 

“tt was first of all suggested that an 
archism be eradicated through ‘a con- 
cert of the powers,’ which should recog 
rize the crimes it inspired as always 
covered by treaties of extradition. By 
all mgans then, let us give up any assas- 
-sins, or would be assassins of foreign 
rulers who reach our shores. But We 
must not imagine that the extradition of 
anarchists will rid us of anarchism. ~A 
‘concert of the powers’ 
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Him at Montevideo. ™ 
will not suffice 


to destroy anarchisth any more than thé 
like ‘concert’ existing now, for many 
years, has sufficed to qgestroy them. Ths 
next proposal to be’noted was that any 
dissemination of anarchistic literature 
and the publication of anarchistic doc- 
trines. whether by speech of writing, ve 
made and punished as a crime. This 
suggestion was of far less obvious merit. 

“In some quarters the same plan of 
repressing unseemly language as a safe- 
guard against violence of this character 
was advocated in a form yet more open 
to question. A few well known men and 
some newspapers advised that all harsh 
criticisms of any president’ be, if not 
forbidden by law, at least strongly dis- 
couraged by public opinion, on the

Althovgn nine-tenths of | 
our blame may be fully merited, the | 
public will not overlook that tenth part | 
of prejudice or overstatement which 
disfigures it. 

“In any event to discourage or even 
forbid a free expression of public opin- 
ion as to public men would certainly not 
destroy or even. check anarchism.

Decay of Religion Causes Anarchism 
‘“‘Anarchism is the product of two con- 
ditions, which prevail to a greater or 
less extent everywhere among the less 
enlightened classes of modern civilized 
society, namely, the decay of religious 
and a meastre of superficial and 
therefore unsound. popular education. 

“T am not here to discuss problems of 
theology or metaphysics; if for any one 
among those who hear me all beliefs in 
a God or a hereafter?in a life for man 
beyond sense, and in ends for man where- 
in time and space and material things 
have no portion, are mere empty dreais, 
I have no quarrel with him for my 
present purpose. I pause only to say 
that if he be right and such beéHefs pe. 
long to dreamland, then, for me, in the 
words of a well known writer, ‘It is only 
for the sake of the dreams that visit it 
that the world of reality has any cer- 
tain value.’ 

“It is sontetimes said that anarchism 
and socialism, as systems, are mutpally 
antipodal and destructive: I shoul@ be 
very sorry to diminish whatever hostility 
the adherents of efther ‘system’ may 
feel for the other, for the old adage as 
to the consequence of such strife to hor- 
est men embodies small measure uf 
truth; but to my mind this view of thef: 
relations is altogether superficial. They 
are two divergent stems growing from 
the same root; that root is the doctrine 
that all men of right ought to be, ani 
should therefore be made and kept pre- 
cisely equal. 

Socialism Enslaves. 

“A socialist {s essentially, although not 
always avowedly or éven conscfoualy, 
one who ses that the equality demand?} 
by this doctrine can be fully or even 
approximately secured only among 
slaves.. A southern plantation before 
the war constituted so far as the negroca 
were concerned very nearly a socialistie 
community, and they were probably as 
nearly equal as human beings can b:3 
permanently kept. In this community 
a socialist mérely substitutes for the 
omnipotent, omniscient Master an om- 
ripotent, omnicient corporation made up 
of the slaves themselves, enslaves eavli 
one of them as an individual, to all tn 
their corporate capacity and names this 
corporation: ‘The State.’ 

“Aan anarchist differs from him by see- 
ing that he has introduced a new servic? 
of inequality. For the corporation he 
creates can exercise his authority on:y 
throvgh agents, ang these agents must 
be exnecessitate armed with powers 
which make them no longer the equals 
of their fellows, just cs if the master 
of the plantation made one of his slates 
his overseer. The anarchist therefore 
demands that there is. no such agenta 


that so magy around him would deen 
the president worthy of his great office, 
while the few who knew, Czologoss at 
all knew him as an obscure, unattractive 
vagrant. es | 

“So much of the evil, how can it De 
cured? If we fméan cuted if a day, a 
month, a year. a decade, I answer unhes- 
itatingly, not at all., Anarchism will not 
be removed within a given time. or 
through a special measure or set of 
measures; perhaps it will not be wholly 
removed in any timte or by any means. 
It will be for years, perhaps for genert- 
ations a source of some peril to our 


, public men, a source of some annoyance , 


and some anxiety, possibly at times, of 
Tt 


legislation, however dras- 
tic of causes which lie deep in ‘he scheme 
of modern civilization. But because lI 
nave no panacea to recommend, it must 
not be supposed that I would have noth- 
ing done. I believe that anarchism has 
been already madv less and can be made 
much less dangerous and harmful by 
being dealt with seriously and reaiionally. 
Ir other words, I would see ourselves 


and our public servants in earnest and) 
willing. to be guided by comon sense and 
| experience in seeking a remedy without: 
regard to a little doctrinaire prejnuice, 


and a little pseudo-humanitarian clap- 
trap in the first place, the unlawtul acts 
prompted by anarchism should be made 
crimes insofar as they are not strictly 
apeaking crimes already, and as crimeg 
they should be visited whkh such penal- 
ties ag are particularly distasteful to the 
criminals and therefore the most effective 
deterrants *«o crime. 
Death for Anarchiste. 

‘In dealing with a convicted anarchist 
two facts may w@ll be temembered, the 
chances of his real reformation are 80 
small that they muy be safely neglected, 
and we can appeal for practical purposes 
<o but one motive on his part to dis- 
courage a repetition of his offense, name- 
ly, the fear of physical pain and death. 
To keep him for years in a penitentiary 
merely burdens the community with the 
support of an irreconciliable enemy with 
the constamt risk of his escape or pardon 
and the certainty that whenever he leaves 
he will be if possible a worse man than 
when he entered. 

“On anarchists the death penalty should 
he unequivocally imposed by law and in- 
flexibly executed whenever the prisoner 
has sought directly or indirectly to take 
life; for offenses of less gravity, I advise 
“a comparatively brief, but very rigorous 
imprisonment characterized by coinplete 
seclusion; deprivation of all comtort and 
denia lof any form of distraction and 
which could be to my mind, advantage- 
vusly supplemented by a. severe, but not 
a public whipping the lash, of all pun- 
ihsinent most 
that he suffers tor what his fellow men 
hold odious and disgraceful and not mere- 
ly for reason of putolic policy. 

“Any abridgment from fear of the 
anarchists of that freedom of speech 
and of the press guaranteed us by our 
state and federal constitutions would be 


| nefther a wise nor a worthy policy; but 


these privileges in nowise shield coun- 
cilors of crime nvr instigators of disvur- 
der and rebellion. Any changes, how- 
ever sweeping in our laws and govern- 
ment may be urged, and any arguments 
however wild or grotesque, advinced to 
justify them provided the method of 
change be orderly and lawful; but a 
published writing recommending’ the 
murder of the chief magistrate and the 
violent overthrow of government is a 
seditious ltbel at common law, and

gested and there is again no good rea- 
son why this should not become a sub- 
stantive offense without regard to ifs 
consequences, as is a crimina] conspi- 
racy. 

Folly of Anarchists. 

“The final and most truly vital condi- 
tion of success in ridding our country 
of anarthism in practice is that Argeri- 


utter emptiness, the inherent folly of its 
theory and of all the kindred ready 
made, furnished while you wait schemes 
for the social regeneration of mankind, 
Civilized society as it exists today if it 
be nothing more is the outcome of all 
the strivings for justice and heppiness 
of the human race during thousands of 
years. What monstrous presumption, 
what preposterous conceit for any man 
were he the wisest, the most learned, 
the most justly famed of his Own age 
or of all ages, to imagine that with but 
the dim, flickering lights of his own 
dull, feeble, mind, with but the imper- 
fect lessons of his own shert, Ill spent 
life to guide his hand, he could cast 


down and build up again this incredibly 
vast, this infinitely complex fabric, and 
improve on its structure.”

WET AND DRY MONTHS. 


Augyst: is the most showery month of 
the twelve, at least, the rainfall is 
greater in this month than in any ons 
month of the year. February is the 
next most rainy month, closely :followed 
by March. April, May, September, Octo- 
ber and November, are the usually (nt 
always) dry months, or months of leas: 
rainfall, 

‘But perhaps {t may be well to give 
the average or mean rainfall for each 
month, for a number of years past. The 
following rainfall table is taken from the 
weather record kept by this writer con- 
tinuously for the last seventeen years, 
at Experiment, Ga., and is vouched for 
as correct. The figures given, indicating 
rainfall fo reach month, are the resuits 
of adding together the total rainfall for 
each month for seventeen consecutive 
years, and dividing the totals by the 
number of years of observation, thus 
giving the average amount of rainfa!: 
for each month of the year for seven-

Jl. WwW. D. 8., Bascom, Fla.—Will you 
please give me, through your valuable 
paper, some information about outting 
and shocking corn? Any information re- 
garding that plan of harvesting corn, will, 
be thankfully received. Very respect- 
fully, etc. 

Answer—The corn should be cut down 
near the surface of the ground, the oper- 
altion to be performed about 4 week later 
than the stage at which farmers usually 
‘mull fodder’’ in the old way. The stalks 
are immediately gathered up in armsful 
and shocked very much like wheat or 
other small grain, putting from 160 to 
800 stalks in a shock, varying according 
to the size of the stalks. For conveni- 
ence of shocking and tying it is neces- 
sary to have a rough frame_or “ghocker,”’ 
This may be made by teking a piece of 
3 by 4 scaritling 12 or 14 feet long, or a’ 
light, smooth pole cut from the woods will 
answer.

There are shredders that will snap off 
the ears as the stalks containing them 
are fed into the machine, butts foremost. 
Other machines require that the ears 
shall be snapped off by hand before feed- 
ing the stalks into the shredder. Jf en- 
tirely dry when shredded the stuff may be 
at once baled and stored away. If not 
dry, it will easily mould and be more or 
less ruined. The shredded stovef—which 
may include stalks, blades and shucks— 
everything but the ears—ds superior as a 
feed to cotton seed hulls, although they 
will not be eaten

LUMPY Jaw. 

L. L. K., Fruitland Park, Mla.—I have 
a very fine cow that found a calf last 
February, and while she appeared well, 
she kept so poor and her coat looked 
8@ rough. I feed cotton seed meal, also 
hulls and bran or shorts, sometimes 
shocked velvet beans or ground beans 
after Being shelled. I believe I fed her 
once too heavy and found her next 
morning. head lowered and quite dull 
and would not eat. IT gave her epsom 
salts and dosed her with some medicine 
handed by a cow doctor. She was soon 
all right and is now sleek and looking 
well, but some four or five weeks ago 
she came home with a tump on her nose 
as {f snakebitten. Some week or two 
mfter that I noticed a swelling under 
her jaw and this is now hard, but ap- 
parently not very painful, and two days 
ago I saw she had a swelling on her 
cushion and one under her tail: these 
rub together naturally when switching 
her tail. 

Answer—I think it not {improbable that 
your cow has actinomycosis of the jaw, 
or, as it is commonly carted, lump jaw— 
a very serious disease. If the swellings 
have an opening infect into each a tea- 
spoonful or so of tincrure of fodine. If 
no opening yet paint the skin of the 
swellings once a day with the tincture 
of fodiwe. These paintings should be 
continued daily untfl it {fs quite evident 
that the growth of swellings has been 
checked. Also give Internally, night and 
morning, one to one and a half drams of 
lodide of potash dissolved in one pint of 
warm water. Continue this for ten days 
or two weeks; then hold up ten days and 
then commence again {if necessary.
